Bernwood Forest was the western exr 
tremity of that ímmense track of woodland^ 
vřhich, in the early ages of British histoof, 
is cecorded to háve extended from the 
Kentish coast, in an • oblique direction^ 
more than a hundred and hity miles wesN 
ward. It included a considerable part of 
Oxfordshire and Buckinghatnshire; .apd, 
even long sihce cřvilization and culture 
VOL. I, B háve 
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háve given new features to the country^ 
has afforded -a striking pontrast to the fer- 
tility of the surrounding district^ in the 
peculiar wildness of its scenery. 

Large tracks of land lying open and un- 
cultivated, and extensive woods, in which 
the scathed heads of the decaying oak claim 
the proud distifiction of ancient pre- 
emineiice^ still mark the boundaries «f the 
jPorest, although its name hašbeen long l^st 
amongthe inhabitants of the neighbogring 
hamlets. . 

The family of Bolebec numbered among 
thelr vast possessions several castles^ of 
. considerablc strength and importance^ in 
various parts of Britain. One of them^ if 
not the most ancient^ certainly the most 
magnificent, was situated in Bernwood 
Forest, and denominated Glandon Tower. 
This edihce had for ages belonged to the 
same illustrious ruce. 

Their prowess in vrar, and hospitality in 
peace, were uníversally acknowledg^d ; and 
the faithful attachment of their va^als and 
6 . dependants 
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dependants was not ónly secured by the 
confidence which distinguished valpur as a 
chieftain naturally inspires during warfarc^ 
but animated into enthusiasm by his patej'nal 
regard for them> in seasons of tranquillity 
and peace. 

Pew of those nobles whose heroic deeds 
illumine the rolls of fame háve hád a better 
claim to the admiration of posterity than 
the house of Bolebec. Descended from the 
Kings of Mercia, the exaniples of tíieir 
illustrious progenitors seera to 'háve in> 
spired them with a becoming emulation to 
rival their valour and their worth. 

In an age when science only began to 
dawn, and the softer virtues were but little 
cultivated^ the benignity of their genemus 
nátuře was the more conspicuous; and 
while tyranny and despotism were tbo ge- 
nerally 'the sinews of power, the Bolebecs 
established in the hearts of thek* depend- 
ants a principle of love, atfachment, and 
fidelity, which rendered them .alike invhi- 
cible by open violence or secret machi- 

> B 2 nations; 
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'liations, Theý were thus rahked among 
the most powerful subjects of the monarchy 
— formidable on account of theír virtues, 

- as well as their valour, and the extent of 
their possessronš.' 

Whilst the habitations of the nobles af- 

forded, in generál, a dreary or melancholy 

scene of gloomy pomp or. revengeful 

cruelty, Glandon Tower exhibited a pleas- 

ing picture of sociál life. Its security did 

not so much consist in the solidity of its 

walls, the height of its battlements, oř the 

formidableness of its bastions, as in >the - 

attachment of the neighbouring foresters 

to their liege Lord, which was indeed^n 

impregnable defence. Instead óf a dismal 

fortihcatiOn, suggesting to all who áp« 

proached if the horrid idea of chains, impri- 

sonmént, and torture, it might be rečkoned 

among those hospitable mansions of ancient

" where,” 
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" vřhere,”' to use the langoage of chiválry, 
** the wandering knight or distressed d^msel 
feund a willing reception and generous 
enteptainment, the hoary palmer repose foť 
his weary litňbs, and the poor mendicants 
their daily bread.” 

Such was Glandon Tower, and soch the 
character of its possessorš. 

At a very early period of-life. Sir Hugh 
de Bolebec had distingoished hionself among 
lhose patriotic nobles vho laid the founda- 
tion of English liberty, by obtaining the 
great charter at Runny Mead, at which so- 
iemnity he was present, with his father. Sir 
Arthur; and'having married the daughter 
of the brave Earl of St. Clair, made Glandon 
Tower his principál residence; and hcre, 
in conjunetion with sotpe of his powerful 
.neighbóurs, devised a pian for settling the 
'government in the troublesome reign of 
Henry the Third, when the supreme autho- 
rity had been wrested from thé hands of 
thať irresolute moiiarch, by the turbulent 
Baroos, . . .

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' The insolence of these haiighty. noblesr, 
whb having procured a conventioiv to be 
assembled at Oxfordy for the redress of 
grievances, usurped a domination^ which _ 
proved far more oppressive to the people 
than the extravagance or caprice of ťhe 
King, índiiced the Earl of Glocester, Alfred . 
St. Clair, and others, to exert their iníluence 
and authorhy in re-establishing the power 
of Henry, and relieving théir unfortnnate 
fellovť-subjects from the despotísm of an 
plígarchy, which threatened the complete 
' subjugation of the liberties of the kingdom. 
Jn t}ús conjuncture, anxiousfpr the public 
'weal, they resolved to pbtain the assistance 
of Prince Edward, whbse vigour of intel-' 
lect and personál bravery afforded the hap- 
piest presages of -his future glory. 

.The young Prirtcé, who had but jiist 
reafched maturity, was at írst diffident in 
entering. upon so arduous and dangerous 
an undertaking; but, |tťlcngth, a high 
sense of honour and philanthropy, and a 
becoming deferénce for the wisdom and 

éxperience 
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experirace of those .who were his advisers, 
engagéd him in their pian : and once re- 
solved, he pursued it with all the eagerness 
and zeal of a youthful, an ardent^ and- 
generons mind^ equally abovodissiinulation 
and a stranger to fear. 

It was at this period when the Lady 
Bolebec, aíler an interval of several years 
• from the birth of her only daughter, pre- 
seivted to her affectionate Lord aq infant 
son. An event which had been long and 
anxious^y desired, 'aíTorded universal satis- 
factidn. The delight óf the fond parents 
was inexpressible ; and the noble mánsion 
of Glandon Tower, notwithstandiag the 
petturbed statě of the conntry at that timé, 
exhibited a scene of uninteirupted festivity 
for several davs. *

*Hospitality, which is nsnally most cixlti- 
vated in countries the least polished, and 
in ťiines the most turbulent, was the pře- . 
vailing and distinguished virtue of that age; 
and the fortnnés, thedisposition, and splen- 
dor of the house of Bolebec, all concurred

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in prompling them,éon this happy occasioa, 

^ ^ 

to emulate, if not to exceed their contem- 
poraries, in a display of magnifícence, such ' 
as had been seldom witnessed. The spacious 
halí re-echped tb^the tábor and the harp, 
and the joyful rebec’s sound ; while the 
capacious board, covered vrith the lichest 
and .most costly viands, and the exhilarating 
goblets circling in quick succession, tnvited 
to luxurious indulgence every paasing ' 
strapgeKj as wcU as every inhabitant of 
the vicinky of Glandon Towei!. Gladaeas 
aparkled in every eye» and the v^lcome 
' guests United their ccnagratulations on tbe 
birth of an heir to the family of Bolebee* 
Yvith their good wishes .for the health^ and 
preservation of'the munificent host. 

,In the midst of these rejoicings, Prince 
Edward árrived at Glandon Tower^ accom- 

s •. 

panied by the Earl of Glocester> vfith a 
.nuftierous train of attendants. The Prince 
.tías received with every demonstration of 
* respect and attachment , by Sir Hugh de 
Bolebec ; and after a conference had been 

held 
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Ijeld respecting public*afl&ir5, and the mea- 
sures necessary to be pursuedj in order to 
cnsure. auccess to the enterprise in which 
they vřere about to engage, greeted his 
loyal entertainer^ witb the warmest con- 
gratulations on the birth of his son^ and 
condescended to assist in the ceretnony of 
giving to the infant his own name of 
Edward. 

The young Prince, surrounded by his 
^ithful friendsand counsellors, experienced 
and expressed the liveliest satisfaction at the 
generous hospitality of Hugh de Bolebec, 
and departed, to join the forces raising in 
Glocestershire, whither Bolebec and his 
brother-in-law, the Earl of St. Clair, were 
speedily to follow him, at the head of their 
ntimeroos dependantB. 

The Kberty of his country was to him a 
sorereign law, and every partial and přiváté 
claim instantly vanišhed, when his nativo 
Tand and the interests of his Prince, calléd' 
for his assistance. It was noť without re-' 
luctance, bowever, that he quitted his man-

sioh, and t^e. domestic comforts he enjoyod 
in the Society of an afiectionate cotísort, 
and the innocent and entertaining converse 
of the gentle Isabella^ his beautiful daugh- 
ter; and althoúgh the infant Edward waš 
at that time too young to attract much at- 
tention, the ' natural solicitude of parental 
tenderness inclined Sir Hugh to watch, with 
peculiar emotion^.every change of feature 
in the little innocenc, and every dawning 
of sensibility whičh beamed in his eye. 

In ten days after the departůre of Prince 
Edwardy the standard of Bolebec had been 
joiněd by more than a thpusand nien^ wbo 
appeared to be inspired with the same 
valour that animated their brave leader^ 
manifesting the most deterrained' resolu- 
tion to support him in the' enterprisG 
which be had undertaken. After taking 
an aflTectionate leave of bis. Lady and 
domesticsj Sir Hugh proceeded^ at the head 
oT tbis gallant coropany in martial aitay., 
to join the army at the appointed plače of 
xendezvous. 
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The feudal times were alike unfavourable 
tó the cultívatíon of science, and dangerous 
todomestic comfort. Wealth and powčřhave 
been, in every age, almost synonimoiis; — 
in those times they were truly $o. Power 
constitutcd riches, and the plunder of the 
defenceless or unprotected was considered a 
kind of pfowess, which, however barbarous, 
was far from disgraceful. There was no 
idea of virtue attached to compassion or 
humanity; and even the severcst cruelties' 
w^e overlooked, in the boldness of the 
enterprises which led to them, or the cou- 
nge displayed in tbeir execution. 

This accounts for th^ savage practices of 
that era, and the ravages which were daily 
committed on each other, by contending 
chieftains ; it preduced the most distressing 
consequences, and gave rise to thofe stra- 
tagems of reprisal and revenge, which were 
execufed witbout compunctión, even in 
seasons of peace, and in direct violatíon of 
the most šblemn engagements,. 

p.Q ■ 
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Hugh de Bolebec had no sooner teft his 
residence at Glandon TowerJ tban the gatés 
were formally dosedy and the drawbridges 
^roperly secured. The household attenď- 
ants of Bolebecv followed in his train, to 
witness and assist in deeds of arms. Only a 
"few superannuated men-sen^ants remained 
at theTower, besideš the female attendants 
of Lady Bolebec and her children. , 

The situation of Glandon Tower was in 

• ^ 

a valley, and it was so completely sur- 

% 

rounded by thick woóds^ that only the subit 
jnit of its hoaiy battlements was visiblé at 
any considerable di$tance»from the site of 
the building; and the approachof an enemy 

i 

was of course equally hidden from those 
■yřho inhabited it. 

A ttobleman so rich and powerful as 
Hugh de Bolebec, wás naturally regarded 
by his pólitical opponents with a degree of 
mvy and. jealousy,- at least proportfonable 
to the attachment of his friends-; and as 
these are much stvoqges passipns thait.love 
aqd gratifude, and incalculably more ge* 

nbraUy 
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nérally difTused, tbe dangeis to which his 
family was exposed beeame very iimninent, 
whenever the &ithfui vassals by whom his 
dwelling wás encorapassed were called from 
theirbomes. The most sedulousprecautions 
■were requisite' to prévent the Tower from 
being surprised by an enemy, or entered 
by stratagem. If its security^ on the one 
band, might havéibéen promoted by a 
greater force to resíst an attack from with- 
out, its danger would, on the other, háve 
been vaStly increased by the chances of 
treachery within. Little, indeéd, was re» 
quired but to roaintain the strictest vigil^ 
ance, and prevent the admission of 
strangers; for the immense thickness of 
the wal]s» the depth of the moat> . and the 
strength of the portcullises^ bade defiance 
to any ordínary attack ; whibt the quantity 
ef {n*ovÍ3Íon8 with which its Stores were 
faroňbed, was sufficient for the inhabitants 
during a regular siege. 

. The daily állowances of ment and drink 
for the sustentatioB of the poor> was made 

tbrough 
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throngh -a cascRneirt or lúopl^ole, at the 
principál entrance of the mansion ; and a 
bugle-horn, attached to á píllár at the gate, 
gave notice of the appróach of every 
visitor. 

The^turbulence of fhis period interrupted 
evén the us^ial intercourses of society; and 
a fťíw preaching friars, who vere permitted 
to wander from their convents to proctire 
subsistence for themselves, and subscrip- 
tions in support of their order, were the 

only travellers, at a time when thé sanctíty 

« 

of the clerícal charactef was tKe oni v safe- 
guard frpm violence, among a lawless 'and 
contending people, divided between an im- 
plicit regard for the arbitrary power of the 
Sovereign, and an equally blind attachment 
,to the fortunes of those who took-up arms 
in direct oppo^ition to his authority. The ' 
monks were indeed the only intelligencers 
and tl^ only medium of intěrcourse be- 
iween different parts of the country. Their 
behaviour, too, was in generál córrect, and’ 
their manners inoffensive. . 
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AII the little learning <»f that period was 
obtained through>the same channel; but 
the cultivation of letters foitned only a veiy 
sniall portion of the business of lifé^ when 
war and the chace occupied almost the 
.wbole time, and were the principál em- 
ployments of those who were not cpmpelled 
by hunger and poverty to till the ground, 
oř gather its. produce, and when the only 
reading consisted in monkish legends^ while 
devotion was insisted upo^ as a mystic rite, 
to be performed with awful and submissive 
exactness,.without one word of inquiry into 
those sublime mysteries, of which the priests 
represented themselves to be the sacred 
depositaries;

In a short time after the departure of Sir 
Hugb de Bolebec, as before related, jt waš 
obseřved that a Grey Fríar frequently ap.- 
peared at the eotrance of Glandon Tower, 
among the crowd of mendřcants who daily 
resorted thither, to partake of the provi- 
sions which were distributed there, accord- 
isg to the Í9sl)ÍQIi tipqsj withqut 

, inquiry 
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inquiry or remark. As the ordeř to which- 
his babit indřcated tbart he beloňgeid was 
genétally known to be very wiéálthy, a 
repetí tion bf the visits of the Fritffexcitcd 
sotne degřee of curiosify in the a^teDdants 
•yyho were employed to dispense thfe bounty 
of their absent Lord ; and as he seemed to 
examiné the approaches to theToy<řér with. 
a. scrutinizing eye^ and aiways qtiitted the 
spot with evident relůctance, some appie^" 
hensions began to be entertaíned respeet- 
ing the reál motives for his frequent and 
almost constant visits. It was at hrst con- 
jectured that he belonged to a religious. 
house^ which was situated at a few miles 

a 

froin Glandon Tower, on the borders of the 
Forest ; and that he was perfomiing a sort 
of penance, to which the monks of the 
saine e&tablishment had often' submitted, 
by taking up his abode at a hermitage in 
the vicinity. This hérmitage er cell was á

A tinkling rillj .g^ntly descending from a 
rock of graaite, had wora a passage in tb^ 
Jiviog stone, at the dooř of tbe bermitage; 
and to a rudé and natural bason' was attach;- 
ed an iron ladle, on whicb was inscribed* 
• *' Drink, and be thimkful." The flówering 
beatb and variegated moss whicb covered 
tbe sides wd roof of tbe cell, presented tbe 
only objects to divert the mind amidst tbe 
gloom of the surrounding thicketa, ren- 
dered still more dréary by a mixture of the 
melancboly yew with the closely-intertwinr 
ing brancbes of the holly, and tbe mountain- 
pine. , , ' • 

In tbe -cell was á stone table; a bépcb 
rndely.formed out of thestunip of a^decayed 

oak.

oak, an Bltar hewn ouťof therockj and a

smáli crucifix. These, with a bedof rushes, 
in a recess at the farthest side of the cave,^ 
conatituted the miscrable furniture of the 
dismal habitation to which the monks of 
jStudely were wont to retire, whenever the 
practire of unusual austerities waS deerned 
essential to their spirituál advantage — or, 
in other words, tvhenever it was thought 
necessary, by theirsuperiors, that they should 
expiate ány irregularities of behayionr, oř 
neglcct of their accustomed devotions, bý 
řigid abstinence, and' complete seclusion 
from worldly intercourse. . 

Here, amidst the humidity of a gloomy 
cave, destitute of evei^tbing which can 
make life desirable,. the'^ exoluded monk 

i , 

passed his meláncholy hours in penilencé 
ánd prayer, untií, having aecomplished thé 
days of probation, he was agatn restored ťó 
theenjoyment of sociál intercourse and the 
privileges of his order. 

f he řriar, whose presence ať Glandon 
Ťower had bccasioned some uneasines^, 

' ' ■ having 

• \ 
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haVingi béen' observed to bend his course. 
towards the hermitage, gave rise to the 
idea before hinted at. The Lady Bolebec, 
howerer> who could not but consider the 
frequency of his visits^ and the peculiarity 
of his manner, as at least suspicioits, caused 
astrict inquiry to be (nade among the cot- 
tagers in the neighbourhood ; and the in- 
telligence which she obtained by no means 
teoded to dfminish the apprehensions thart 
he was an instrument of mischief. One of 
the verdurers of the Forest had the curiosfty 
to trace his -footsteps^ ashe saw him slowly 
proceeding along a nairow patb, whičh led 
towards a cottage, in an obscure part of the 
Forest. 

Háving arrived at the hut, he cast his 
eyes wutfully aroundj as if afraid of de- 
tection ; and then hastily enteríng tbe cot- 
tage, closed the dooř immediately. The 
forester^ who had stood at a distance un- 
observed among the trees, approached- in '

'Ih about half an hour, the 
cottage dooř vras opened^ the horsemen 
mounted their >steeds^ in a moment, and 
instantly set óut at full speed> The forester 
now no longer entertained any doubt that 
the visit of the strangers had- been made to 
monk vrhom he had just before seen enter 
the cottage. Desirous, therefore, of being 
satHÍied qn this head, curiosity prompted 
him to endeavouT to gain admittance there 
aliM. He iiřst knocked gently at the dooř; 
but no onc answering, he lifted up the 
latebet, and tbe dooř opening, his asto- 
nishment was much inereased to lind the 
hut completely empty. He had seen the 
Ffiar enter by this very doór, and he had 

also 
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aiso seen the strangers comé out at it.

It is truc, he bad not perceived them en- 

tefing; but therewas no other dooř to the 

cottage; and> however extraordinary itwas 

that the Friar should bavě eluded his sight, 

be felt convinced in bis own mind that he 

must háve taken his departure at the mo-. 

ment when his own altention was engaged 

by the two.horsemen^ ón tbeir leaving the 

wood. • ^ 

The cottage consisted of three apart- 

ments> opening iiito ^cb other ; it had 

been íong. uninbabited, and, in this, ne- 

glected State, served only.as an occasional 

shelter for cattle. The only indication of 

any human being having lately visited it, 

« 

was a bundle of fern and heath, which ap-- 
peared to háve been carelessly thrown into 
the ínnermost apartment.' The forester 
found his perplexity increase, as he rumi- 
nated on the scene which had just passed 
before his eyes, andy Iqng before be reached 
his own habitation, had begun to fancy that 
the whióle was an illusion ; but the time of

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day, and. the distinct view which he had 
both of the monk and the horsemen, cou- 
curred to remove any doubts respecting th.e

On his return to thebamlet, he met with 
Stephen, an old and coníidential servant of 
Lady Bolebec, who had bcen dispatched 
from Glandon Tower to procure some in-

Friar, who had^ of latě, been seen so often 
strolling^-about the raai\^ion. 

Stephen, who had been a faithful domestic 
in the family during more than half a cen- 
tury, and attachcd to his master by every 
tie of gratitude and aífection, had himself 
first noticed the unusual curio^ity and 
minuté attention with which the monk 
seemed to examine . the approaghes to 
Glandon Toweť every time he came thitheř.

were above the ordinary rank ; but for 
what purpose they had visited that remote 
spot, and in such apparent haste, or wby 
they came thither in .broad day-li^ht, iť the 
object of their journey requircd conceal- 
ment, vras perfectly unintelligible. 

Their visit was evidently connected, in 
some vray, witb the appearance of theFriar 
at the Tower ; but, ať present, it was as 
impossible to forhi any probable conjecture 
respecting its object or intention, as to ac- 
count for his sudden disappearance in the 
wood, when he seetned to vanish from the 
sight pf tbe forester, like one of those fleet- 
ing and unsubstantial vapours ” drawn from 
an cyening cloud.”

The Lady Bolebec’s anxiety^ on ac> 
count of the perils to which hér beloved 
Lord was exposed, had been greatly in-' 
creased, by the arrival of a mes$enger from 
ber brother^ the Bari of St. Ciair, then 
šerving in the forces under the command 
of Sir Hugh de Bolebec> who bore the rank 
of Lieutenant-General ; by this conaimini- 
čation, she was informed that the partisatis 
of Simon de Montfort, Bari of Leicester, 
were advancing; in great force, with inten- 
tion to give battle to the King’s army, and 
that his emissaries vrere distributed through 
that part of the country^ in order to seize 
by stratagem some of the strongest castles. 

Lady Bolebec had seárcely dismissed the 
messenger vrho had brought to her this 
umvelcome news, ^vhen Stephen and the 
forester requestedadmittance, and disclosed 
their marvellous tale. She listened with 
great attention to the narrative ; and as she 
had no other person whom she could con>* 
suit/ capable of afibrding her any advice 
on the occasioD, she did not hesítate to

tain ivkether any pérson aňswering such a 
description belonged to his society. 

It w^s plain that the suspected peršon 
was not one of the preaching friars before 
méntioned, for he haď avoíded any asso- 
'ciation Vřith the (iotlagers, never attempted 
’tó addrCás íhé peoplě, and maintained á 
profound silence, éven wheň siirřounded 
by ‘meňdicants at . the gate of Glandon 
‘ 2 Tower; 
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t / 

Tower; the only acknowledgtneqt he ever 
made in return for the manchet he álinost 
daily received there, being a slight inclina- 
tiop of the head and a wave of the hand. 

As the return of the messenger .was not 
expected before the next day, LadyBohebec 
contented herself with securing.the gates.of 
the tnansion in the coinpletest manner; 
and having seen . fhem carefully locked^ 
took the keys into her own possesaon. 

Before she retired .to her apartmenty this 
heroic wotnan summoned to her .presence 
the whole family^ and, after explaíning the 
reasons which inclined her to believe that.

armed menv who seémed more intent on 
obtaining the monk’s clothes than desirous 
of any other booty; for, on his humble 
entreaty ňot to be léft in so miserable a 
condition, and quite nakcd^ they had given 
him a stlk vest^ of more intrinsic value 
than the hábit of which they had depňved 
him. He sátd that two of them <Werc re- . 
narkably weil mountěd^ and. that they all/ 
had a martial appearaace, The prioť con-; 
cluded with a ferrent poajer for the pco*:' 
t^ion of the Lady Bolebec and hcrfamily^. 
and an oíTer of any Services or assistance ini 
his poweř, as a grateful retům for the 
tronage which had been aíTorded to himselí> 
and the benefits beiiitowed upon his oťdeityt 
by the house of Bolebec. 

The Grey Friar camc as usuah 'and, .Sít

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nsual, was relteved. Stephen, Ivho had re- 
ceived tbe ordérs of his I^djr to w^ch all 
his motions, had ascended a turret at the 
angle of the building, where, tinperceivetl 
by any one, lie coutd hotice the behaviour 
of the' monk. The customary ' loaf was 
distributed through the portcullis, the sup- 
plicants withdrew, and the monk alone re> 
mained, for a few minutes, looking eař- 
nestly at the posterň-gate, which coramu- 
nicated with a smáli garden inclosed within 
the walls of the Tower. 

A-narrew bridge of wood crossed the 
moat to this gate; but the chains were 
drawn up, and properly secjared ; and thp 
projecting gables. above the arch, from 
which a portcullis descended^ Strongly iea- 
plated with iron> frowned deSance at every 
assailant.

to the Tower ; and indeed had scareeJy re- 
coveréd his usual composurebythe time he 
arrived there. • - 

Stepheiř, who had teturned abont an houř 
before, had already recounted hisadventůrej 
As soon as the Grey Friar had taken his seat 
in the hermitage, Stephen posted himself 
bchinďa prejecting rock, by which he was 
completely bídden from the obječt of hie 
suspicion ; but, atlength,his patiencebein^ 
quite exhawsted, .he advancéd, vritb a slotr 
and respectful páce, to the entrance of tbe

presenting th^ňíselves, to oppose t^e dis- 
posltiČHt vrhich hb fblt t«w detain the monk,

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and compel him to give some account of 
himself. 

There was another obstacle; Stephen 
hád nearly reachjed his seventieth year^ 
anďthough as brave a man as ever trod 
, on British grotind, felt the approaching 
decay of corporeal vigour, while the man 
to whom he was opposed was io the prime 
of life^ and of a form remarkably athletic. 
He was therefore content to follow the 
same track, at such a distance as to keep 
the monk constantly in view^ untii, by a 
circuitous routě, he had again reached the 
dingle behind the cottage. Here Stephen 
thoiight it mq^t prudent to halt, as he 
doubted not that Norman was still on the

She also sent. a messenger 
to the -Prior of Studley, requesting bis 
advice and his assistance. It was her desire 
to. caisse the supposed monk to be taken 
iato custodyr byt she well knew, that if

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sncli a proceedÍBg oň her part weúTd he 

attended with great personál risk> and that 

the censures of the church (éver readj^ 

• to protéct even the least worthy of its 

ministers) might be incinred, unless the 

ineasures adopted had heen previously 

saiíctioned by the cbncuiřeňce of écclesias^ 

licál authoríty. Siích vras the reverence iit 

whích the tninísters of religion were held' 

in those days, that the proodest ameng 

lhose potenť nobles, who scarccly conde- 

ccended to submit to regál pewer, wontď 

not háve verttured to encroach on tbk 

privileges of a churchman : and he whosé 

haughfy spiHť proiňpted him to hurl á&- 

fianee in the feeth of his Soveréigii, and tm- 

vaise thd stándaiď bf rebeliloo, trembled^ 

as it weťe íňstinctivfely, at the threat of .

excoimminication, and sbrnnk' appalled alt 
the dréad of a Papal anathema^ ' 

The Friar continued to yiBÍf;the'Tover^: 1 

and it was observed, that diiring ťwo'or- 
three succeeding days, several pdisonš, in 
tíie dress of pilgtims, vteče seea fb^ing 

. smalt 
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siliaU c^paniesj, .in difiěrsBt .parts -qí- the 
Forest; but a$ the countiy was at that 
period ob .the yerge of a civil war>. and 
univ.ersal confusion and alarm had ceized 
the ivhole kingdom, no particular appre- 
he^ions vrouid háve been entertained for 
thb safety of Glandon Towerj more than 
that of any other ca$tellated mansions, the 
pt^ession of whicfa waa aiwaya esteemed- 
of 'great: importonce in times of public 
dhturbance, btrt- for the discovery wbich 
had been made by Stephen and Norman; 
respecting the monk> the horseoten, and 
the cavem at the cottagé. Moreover, from 
the deeply-rooted enmity of Simon de 
Montfort to the fanrily of St. Clair, ihe 
Lady Bolebec^ who waa a .daaghter of that 
noble house, tvell knew that she had every 
thing to fbar, wbich subtilty couid úwent 
oř malioe execute ; and her union witfa 
Hugh de Bblebec having, if possiMé, en> 
cneased the animusity of the proud Farl of 
Letceater, she antioipated the utrnest effbrts 
of his inveterate iiaued.

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On thé ¥6111'™ of the .messenger fronf' 
Studléy Priory, Lady Bolebec receivéd an 
assuraGce, that thé next day, at the htHiť, 
whén the preleiided xnonk usually resorted' 
to her niansíón, ' proper steps should be

taken to detect and punish the impóstor ; 
for althougb the rulés of the order dřd noť 
pérniit any interference with secular aíTairs, 
so daring a violation' of ecciesiastical pri- 
vilege, as that ©f appearing in a monaštlc* 
hábit, without having. been' regularly ad- 
mittěd into some conveht, and taken the 
proper oaths, was not only cognisable *by 
the chuTch, but subjecíed the offenderto' 
the severést piinishment r .that, in ; order 
to eíféct the povpose ůitended, - and at the 
same'ltme'to čonieinee her Ladyshíp iof his 
pastorál care, thé prior issue pro- 

per ordersto twelte of htis raonks, and as 
'many lay-brethrenj W0nkl arrive at 
Glandoa Ťovřéť early the,:>Dext’ intorning,

when he cntreated that^> preparátory to 
the act' of justice whieh. they ■ were about 
to perforiD, they might be aUowed ’the 
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use of the chapel for the celebration of 
xnátins. 

Lady Bolebec accordingly caused every- 
thing to be prepared for the reception of 
her reverend visitors. The chapel, which 
was a noble room, with Windows of painted 
glása, was hung with a rich suit of arras, 
the altar covered with cloth of gold, and 
numerous banners, taken in battle by the 
ancestbrs of die family, were suspended 
bver eleVated seat for the prior, de* 
corated with beaufiful- tapestry, and fur* 
nished with cusbions of velvet, richly em- 
broidered.: Oppošite to this throne was 
the gallery ušed by the Lady Bolebec ber» 

I šelf, the front Of which was adorned with 
festoons of blue velvet, laced and fringed 
with silver, and wrought with the artns of 
the family. 

At break. of day, .the souňd of the 
bugle at the gate announced the approach 
of the.procession, which was recelved a.t 
the entrance of the Tower by the Lady 
Bolebec, clad in a mantle of azure silk, 

. bearing 
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bearing in hw rightband a wax tapér ift *a 
great silver candlestíck, and in her left » 
stríng of large pearls; witb a magnificent 
cross of diatnonds appendant to it. 

The sub-prior, before w|iom were borne á 
gilt cross and pastora! staíf^ by two priests in < 
surplices, was clad in ths hábit of his order, 
and wore a rich cope. He approached 
slowly at. the head of bis monks, and, 
bowing himself reverently to the ground> 
at the sight of Lady Bolehee, entereá 
Glandon Tower with his aťtendamts. The 
ptocessioB passed forward immediately to 
the chapel, ( whicb was illuminated with 
incredible' number of wax eandles), each 
of the Rionks receiving a lighted láper as 
he marched tbrough the cloisters. 

The Lady Bolebec, with her attendants, 
entered the gallery by a private dooř. A 
silver bell gave notice ofthe solemn ser- • 
vice, and every one being properly seáted, 
xnatins wete celebrated, with all the im- 
pressive solemnity of the forms of the 
jRoman Catbolic churcfa. Higb roass was 

said 
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said by the prior; and the Service being, 

ended, the procession left tbe chapel, and- 

returning tbrough the cloisters, passed into- 

the. refectory, where a sumptuous enter' 

tainment was provided. The sub-prior was 

'servéd oo plate^ at á table by himseif> at 

/ 

the upper end of the room^ . the scrvitora 
who brought in.the meat cbatinting as they. 
carried it up to tbe table, and halting at 
évery fifth atep, as was. the manncr ob-> 
aerved in tbe greater abbeys, stich as those 
of -St. Albaii’1, Aeadiňg, and Glastopbury, 
whea tite ab-bot dined in public, on solenm 
orcastons. . The monks and lay-brethren 
were served at their respective tafales, witb 
aill due attention, and in a most magnificent 
manneř. - . 

kntnediately after baving partaken of the 
repast, the sub-priorand the six senior priests 
were totrodnčed. into the grcat: ehamber, 
where tbe Lady fiolebec was seated, onder a* 
Canopy of statci .having on her right band 
her b^autifnl daughter, and on ber. left all 
ber principál atteadants,. ranged in proper^ 

order. 
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tírderj in tliéir rich fiveries of green and 
silver. The ecclesiastií^, who.were equally 
delighted with their entertatnment^ and 
astonishéd at the magnificence of it, seve- 
rally made their obeisanoes; and the su- 
perior returncd thanks^ in the name of bis 
order, f- <he hospitaiity they had experi- 
enced ; and after assuring Lady Bolébec of 
(heir entire devotion, withdrewj in order to 
eflfect the purpose £or whicb their visit had- 
been . undertaken. 

The prior and monks retired intb a rooth 
over the great ga^way. In the meantime, 
the lay-brethren had beea conducted 
through’aipoztern gate to . a recess in one 
of the. bastiona, whench they .were directed 
to issue in a body, seize the suspected 
person, and bring' hiin fbrcibly into die 
Tower.

At the hottr.of twelvé,-' the poor cbí- 
tagers and otber inhabitánts of Beřnwood'

A stnall piece of money was given to 
each of the mendicants^ in remembrance 
of> St. George’s day ; and the Grey Friar 
haviog receiyed his manéhet, was imme- 
diately accosted by two of the lay-brethren 
of Studley Priory^ wearing the same hábit 
as his own — “ Savé y.ou, gOod brother of 
our order. whence: come you this fair 

dayr 

I come,” said he, “ from Ramsay, but 
can no longer stay ; wherefore, good 
brothers, farewell — I hasten on my way 
and with these words would háve in* 
stantlý departedi ; but the two monks 
seizing him each by an arm, insisted on 
bringing him into ' the presence of their 
^superior. 


Tbe 
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The prisoner at first tnade a de^árate 
resistance^ and baving extrícated bis right 
band from tbe grasp of one of bis as- 
'sailants, drew a dagger, which. had been 
concealed in his bosom, and séverely 
"wounded bne of <he brethren ; but tbe rest 
Corning up, be was immediately disamned, 
bound band and foot, and conveyed into 
the Tower. 

The prior and the rest of tbe bccTesiastics 
lieingseatedj the prisonerwasbroaghtbefore 
them, and commanded tó givé an account 
of his name^ the name of his convent, if 
be really belonged to one, and the business 
^hich brougbt him' into this part óf the 
country. He said that he belonged to the 
Abbey of Ramsay, in Huntiňgdonshire, 
and was the bearer of dispatches from the 
abbot to. Sir Humhprey Bohun 'of Morde- 
ford Castle ; but that, having been n\et by

a party óf armed níen, they had compelled 
him to exchange' his own babit foť that 
which he nbw wore, ďeprived 'him ofbis 
papers, and' left him on the čoníines- of

háve once been sbekered from a stonn by

Lady 
Bolebec wrote a concise account of the 
recent occurrenc«S4 and bespught the com- 
mands of Sir Hugh respecting the prisoner 
in custody ; and having presented the mes- 
senger with a suitable reward for being the 
bearer of such welčome tidin^, directed ' 
bim to retunr by a routě, in which he would 
avoid the danger of ihterruption from 
Montforťs adherents. 

With equal policy and satisfaction, the 
Lady Bolebec resolved to mark the present 
as n day of victory and rejoicing. She 
caused flags to be displayed on the turrets 

of the Tower, dressed her attendánts in

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Tbe. day was drawing towards a close, 
wben tbe seňtinel gave notice from tbe 
turtets of lbe approacb of a troop of 
horsemen/ in martial order.

Scarcely had tbé alarm been 
given, when a company of bowmen, in 
green vests, abo appeared, but halted at a 
considerable dbtance, and seemingly rc- 
treated behind a thick grove of chesnut 
trees, on tbe western side of tbe Tower.

Ladyship was incessantly disturbed by idras

Sometimes she.fancied 
that she heard the sound of-footsteps on the ' 
staircase ; at anbther time, that the hinges 
of the dooř creaked, as if attempted to be 
forcibly opened; then that the stones in

ful engine ; ,and presently that the loosened 
bars which guarded the loopholes by which 
the paasage was lighted, were giTÍng way. 
Nofwítbstanding tbe natural fortitude of 
an heroic mind, Lady Boleběc felt ít itn- 
possible to conqiier thesb unaccoontable 
enibtidns cf teiror.

The generoue sontiménts by which the 
family of Bolebec were alwaya actuated, 
extended to the captive in the dungeon>;.

this address/Teplied, that howevér gmteful 
he might feél fór any «ffort oin íhe* part of 
Lady Bolebeč to proetíre his liberation, he 
shouid thinkthimself but ill entitled to it 
hy treachery; that whatsoeyer might be 
his future fate^ he would tnake no farther 
disciosure than he, had aiready doně ; and

There was somethíng in' his air and man- 
ner which bespoke a person ef high condi- 
tion ; a lofty and supercilions brow marked 
a' certain haughtiness of disposhion,. whieh' 
shewed that he was more accustomed to 
command than to obey ; and from die fixst 
moment that Lady Bolebec cast her eyes 
upon him, she felt a sťrong conviction that 
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Ke was no orditiary prisoner. Finding> 
however, that no ióipreasion eould be made* 
on his inflexible tempery her Ladyship told- 
him^ that unless he would- inform her p9 
his reál name and rank, jhe would eaose*

; Stephenand his companion tnawrsed- the- 
Forest in ev«ry direction for several miles,.

The approach tO’ 
the cottage was indeed much more ivortv 
than formerly, and there wero the marks of 
lootsteps, as 4f hovses had passed through:

Thf irígbt into whkJb tbe poor man bad 
Veen already thrown rendered him. inca-i 
pable of making an Hnoiediate repjy. He 
peniembmed tbe vMce of the person wbo 
apoke to him ; but couid scarcely cone^ve 
it possible to hatve met vith Stepben by an 
aceideot so very extraordinary. The trutb 
ia, that Simon being employed in diggiag 
grave} out of a pít in the neighbourhóod, 
M>d on a audden made an opening into a ' 
eavity, whence be feU, or ratber rolled

ed ; and this was. the accident ivbicb oeca^

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sioned the.noise that had been heard by 
Stephen and the forester, on their hrst 
Corning into the passagG. The subsequent 
sound had been occasioned by an ineíTectual 
attempt whicb the cottager had made to . 
ascend by the same passage, when thé dooi|, 
tvhich tume4 upon a pivot in the centre, 
being very heavy, shut of ita own accord, 
and detained him a priaoner till the arrivat 
of Siephen. 

This t\’as the relation wbich SimOn maďe, 
as soon as he had recovered sufficient pre- 
sence of mind to reply to the question of 
his unexpected visitor.

guard the approaches both from the tree

the pitcher^ which I found ^retumed, as 
usual, at the. dooř of my hermitáge, had 
two bright pieces of gold at the bottQm of it.

príaed at the coííie^ences which had been 
lbe result of the iimocent deception thať 
be had practised^ iniorder to bring the her- 
mit to MordeffrďlCastle ; and although it 
ivas the hour of midnight, could scarcely' 
be prevented from immediately setting out 
Hi quest of thě child; 

Bohun vras so well acquaínted^with the 
^ict veracíty of Merliny that although he' 
would háve been better satisfied witb the- 
storv, had it been devoid of what he consM- 
dered the extravagant episode of the black 
spirit, he knew that every tittle of the- 
narrative mighť be depended upon. 

The bias of thé old man’s mind, and tl)e- 
repeated and frequent paroxysms of his 
unfortunate malady, often interrnpted, anď' 
sometimes perverted, his judgment; but' 
thesincerity of his dispositipn, and correct- 
ness of his niemory, were unimpeachable. 

However,. at the same tinie thát the in> 
telligence vrhich had been thus unexpect- 
edly proGured seemed likely at least to lead

this veil of mystery, and that the black 
spirit, if not thé princi|}al, was at all eventa 
. one of the agents of fhe cohfederacy. 

Hereford prefaced his intendcd roquiries 
by assuring the old hermit, that, under áll 
thé circumstanees of the cáse, he should 
háve hiinself entertained the same opinion 
as that which he had imbibed wilh regard 
to the black spirit ; and, tberefóre, that he 
trusted that any questions which he might 
suggest, would bé deeoied the result of atv 

eárnesh 
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earneBt desire to arrive at the třuth, and

. not attributed to any donbts respecting.tbe 
possibility of intellectual agency, and in- 
corporeal intercoorse. 

The sagacioBS Hererord well kne\^ that 
the true method of sabduing prejudiceSj! 
■is by seemíng to 'connive ať them, until 
the hand which is employed to root thent 
out can obtain a firm and powerful grasp» 
Diréct oppositipn is^ therefore, seldom suc> 
cessful in its efibris to extirpate errors, or 
ehange opínions. The mitid becomes 
alarmed at the attempt. It regards-the at* 
tack madé' upon it as a sort of insulť at 
which it revolts, more perhaps from the 
innate pridé of self-complacěncy, than from 
any conviction of propriety of sentiment* 
or any consciousness of intrinsic superi* 
■ority. 

The old hermit, who had aiready coňceiv- • 
ed a great respect for the Earl of Hereford* 
felt no smáli degree of pleasure at the de* 
claration he had made. The avennes which

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léad to the heart are never eíTectually dosed

against the admission of íiattery, if weH’ 
adapted, andskilfuHy applied. Time, whicb 
rendcrs these avenues impervious to a va- 
riety of ideas connecťed with the difiěrent 
passioiis, indinatioDS, and feelings, of ho^ 
man creatures, always leaves sufficient rooin 
for those sentiments whicl> are calculated 
to sooth our vanity, and gratify onr pride. 
Even when the mind itseif has becomoe 
diseased, this principle still adh^es to it in 
all its aberratřons, aiid is inseparable from 
it in e%’ery condition. 

Hereford, Uke the black spirit,, had 
touched the ríght spring. MeFlin’s heart 
expanded ; and, álthough at other tioies apt ■ 
to také oilence at every queátion vrhich 
reiated to himself pr bis ašsertions, readiiy 
entered upon the desired investigatipn ; 
and, in r^piy to the ioterrogatories of the 
£arl, farth<t:r informed him, that the black 
spirit had never visited him in the day- 
time, noř bad ever manifested . himself by 


any 
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any other method than the varied modula- 
tions of difiěrent human voices^ as before 
r-elated. 

He said, that having iňade no ptomise 
to the spirit, he was not under ady other 
• obligation tp secrecy, nor to abstain frptn 
attempting to discover the unfortunate wo- 
man and child, than what had/arisen from 
the ascendency whiqji the invisible had ' 
gained over his mind, by the power of 
disturbing him in his beloved solitude. 

That, believing the invisible to be a be- 
nevolent spirit, he had thought it his duty 
to ob^y the impulse whiqh his mind had 
iňvoluntarHy Imbibed : that it was in con- 
formity with what he understóod to be the 
děsire of the same spirit, ( whether good 
or bad), that hé hád disclosed the circum- 
. stances whicb had happened ; and presum- 
ing that it wourld lead to a developmen^ of 
- the whole aflaír, he was now ready to aíTord 
any assistance in his power to the young 
gentleman, whom he conádered to háve

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beeo íntended by the black spirit, when he 
mentioned a stranger, who, though ig- 
norant of the mystery of the transactioR,” 
vras to be '' the instrament of its expla> 
-aation.” 
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
